that  the  purchase  of  Israel  Bonds  is  a demonstration  of  faith  and  confidence  in  the  people  of 
Israel  and  especially  in  their  ability  to  build  a nation  of  economic  opportunity  and  freedom. 
I am  confident  that  the  Ottawa  Women’s  Division,  which  I am  proud  to  represent  as  Chairman 
for  the  second  year,  and  whom  I sincerely  thank  for  their  devoted  service,  will  not  be  found 
wanting  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  1969  Bond  Drive  an  outstanding  success.

Kol  Nidre  Sunday  at  Sunset 


Yom  Kippur,  the  solemn  Day  of 
Atonement  will  be  ushered  in  at 
sunset  on  Sunday  evening,  Sep- 
tember 21.  Culminating  ten  days 
of  prayer  and  penitence,  this  holi- 
day is  characterized  by  a twenty- 
four  hour  period  of  total  fasting 
and  abstinence  from  material  pur- 
suits. This  emphasizes  man’s  essen- 
ce as  a spiritual  and  holy  being 
and  his  great  need  to  live  in  accord 
with  God’s  commandments. 

According  to  Jewish  tradition, 
Moses  descended  from  Mount  Sinai 


with  the  tablets  of  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments on  the  tenth  day  of 
Tishre  (the  Hebrew  date  upon 
which  Yom  Kippur  falls)  and 
brought  the  people  the  good  news 
that  the  sin  of  the  golden  calf 
had  been  forgiven;  therefore,  the 
tenth  of  Tishre  was  ordained  as 
a day  of  forgiveness  for  all  time 
to  come. 

This  day  set  aside  for  penitence 
and  moral  regeneration  is  the  only 
one  for  which  Jewish  law  prescribes 


fasting  (the  most  intense  form  of 
devotion  and  contrition).  On  that 
day,  the  Rabbis  state,  people  re- 
semble the  angels,  without  human 
wants,  without  sins,  linked  together 
in  love  and  peace. 

Religious  services  on  Sunday  ev- 
ening will  be  held  in  all  Synagogues 
beginning  at  6:45  p.m.  Services 
on  Monday  commence  at  8:00  a.m. 
and  continue  through  until  sunset 
that  day  when  the  holiday  is  con- 
cluded with  a long  single  blast  of 
the  shofar. 


Michael  Greenberg,  newly-elect- 
ed President  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’Ir  (Jewish  Community  Council 
of  Ottawa)  believes  that  greater 
participation  and  flexibility  will  be 
required  to  meet  the  challenges 
posed  by  changing  times  and  con- 
ditions. 

Mr.  Greenberg  assumed  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  senior  post  in 
the  Jewish  community  upon  his 
election  at  the  29th  Annual  Gen- 
eral Meeting  of  the  organization 
on  July  28.  He  succeeded  Jules 
Loeb,  who  was  named  Honorary 
President. 

In  his  acceptance  speech,  Mr. 
Greenberg  said  : 

“It  is  with  all  humility  that  I 
take  on  the  office  of  President  of 
the  Vaad  Ha’Ir.  I appreciate  the 
enormity  of  the  job  there  is  to  be 
done,  especially  in  a world  where 
our  way  of  life  is  in  a constant 
state  of  change  and  where  social 
institutions  must  be  made  flexible 
enough  to  meet  these  changes. 

“The  achievements  of  any  organ- 
ization must  mark  a qualitative  ad- 
vance in  the  life  of  the  community. 
It  is  my  expectation  that  your  in- 
coming executive  will  be  able  to 
serve  the  community  so  as  to  pre- 
serve the  existing  traditions  and 
provide  for  greater  participation, 
so  that  we  can  benefit  from  the 
knowledge  of  many  and  enlarge 
our  visions. 

“I  am  particularly  pleased  with 
the  executive  that  I will  be  privi- 
leged to  work  with  because  each 
person  has  experience  in  various 
fields  of  community  service.  With 
these  men  as  a nucleus  I believe 
the  Vaad  will  be  able  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  a questioning  new 
generation. 

“We  who  will  serve  as  your  exec- 
utive for  the  next  year  are  the 
inheritors  of  a community  that  has 
fewer  internal  problems  than  most 
communities  have.  I am  grateful  to 
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those  who  have  held  office  in  the 
past  for  the  creation  of  this  situa- 
tion and  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  type  of  leadership  that  has 
helped  to  keep  this  community  in 
the  state  of  unity  in  which  we  now 
find  ourselves.”

On  the  eve  of  the  New  Year  I extend  heartiest 
wishes  for  a Happy  New  Year  to  the  Jewish  community 
of  Canada.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  coming  year 
will  bring  the  blessings  of  peace  to  Israel  and  her  people. 

Ours  is  the  age  of  dedication,  of  sacrifice,  and  of 
achievement.  We  have  come  to  Israel  as  pioneers  because 
we  are  convinced  that  the  Jewish  people  must  re-establish 
its  own  sovereignty  in  its  ancient  homeland  if  it  wishes 
to  maintain  its  identity  and  its  destiny.  Without  it  our 
people  would  be  lost. 

We  have  always  known  that  this  was  not  going  to  be 
an  easy  task  and  that  it  entailed  a heavy  burden  and  many 
sacrifices.  We  have  always  known  that  our  efforts  should 
never  cease. 

The  cost  has  been  heavy,  but  the  result  is  glorious. 

We  have  paid  dearly  for  every  achievement.  We  have 
done  it  because  we  have  no  other  choice.  But  we  have 
been  also  able  to  sustain  ourselves  because  we  know  that 
the  Jewish  people  all  over  the  world  is  in  partnership  with  us,  in  word  and  in  deed,  at  these 
critical  times.  I believe  that  despite  all  outward  appearances,  peace  is  not  only  inevitable  but 
that  indeed  it  is  within  our  grasp.  Militarily  Israel  has  never  been  stronger,  her  borders  more 
defensible,  and  the  spirit  of  her  people  more  determined  than  it  is  today.  If  we  do  not  lose 
heart;  if  we  find  the  necessary  strength  within  ourselves;  if  we  — the  Jewish  people  as  a 
whole  — persevere  in  our  efforts  then  our  future  will  be  assured. 

In  Israel’s  darkest  hour  it  was  gratifying  to  know  that  many  Canadians  shared  our  senti- 
ments and  destiny,  and  showed  their  confidence  and  involvement  by  participating  in  the  devel- 
opment of  Israel  through,  amongst  other  things,  their  purchase  of  the  State  of  Israel  Bonds. 

We  must  be  able  to  carry  the  very  heavy  investment  in  defence  and  in  maintaining  our 
capability  to  deter  our  enemies  from  going  to  war  with  us.  But  if  they  miscalculate  we  must 
be  able  to  defeat  them.  We  must  be  able  to  repel  the  military  initiatives  of  Egypt,  Jordan,  Iraq 
and  Syria.  We  must  be  able  to  withstand  and  to  defeat  the  terrorist  campaign.  At  the  same 
time  we  must  carry  on  with  the  development,  industrial  and  cultural,  of  our  country  and  I 
know  that  the  friends  of  Israel  in  Canada  will  continue  to  give  us  their  support  during  the 
coming  year  as  they  have  in  the  past.

Succot  Observed  Sept.  27  through  Oct.  4 


The  Festival  of  Succot  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  day  of 
Tishre,  corresponding  this  year  to 
Friday  evening,  September  26.  It  is 
observed  for  nine  days  of  which 
the  first  two  and  the  last  two  days 
are  full  holidays  and  the  inter- 
vening days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succot 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 


wandering  of  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  wilderness  after  their  deliv- 
erance from  Egyptian  bondage. 
During  that  time  they  were  com- 
pelled to  live  in  tents  or  building 
booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

On  Shemini  Atzeret  (the  Eighth 
Day  of  Solemn  Assembly),  the 
Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read  to 
remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  services 


for  the  departed  are  recited  and  a 
prayer  is  offered  so  that  the  earth 
may  produce  bountiful  crops  next 
year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah 
is  the  most  joyous  day  of  the  fes- 
tival as  it  marks  the  annual  com- 
pletion and  commencement  of  the 
reading  of  the  Law  in  the 
Synagogue.

The  guest  of  honour  has  had  a 
long  and  distinguished  record  of 
service.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  Board  for 
over  twelve  years  including  the 
period  which  brought  the  Hillel 
Academy  into  being.  A former 
General  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
bined Israel  and  Overseas  Appeal, 
he  has  also  served  as  General 
Chairman,  State  of  Israel  Bonds, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Ottawa  Hista- 
drut  Campaign  and  as  a Vice- 
President  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad 
Ha’lr. 

Currently,  he  holds  the  post  of 
National  Vice-President  of  the  His- 
tadrut  Campaign  in  Canada.  For 
many  years,  he  was  President  of 
the  Industry  and  Commerce  Divi-

Expect  1969  U.J.A.  Campaign 
To  Reach  Figure  of  $850,000 


Norman  Zagerman,  General 
Chairman  of  the  1969  United 
Jewish  Appeal  and  Israel  Emer- 
gency Campaign  has  reported  that 
to  date,  the  campaign  has  reached 
$844,000  in  contributions.  The 
final  figure  is  expected  to  exceed 
$850,000. 

This  represents  the  highest 
amount  ever  raised  by  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  in  Ottawa  with  the 
exception  of  1 967,  when  unpre- 
cedented heights  were  reached 
throughout  the  world  in  response 
to  the  Six  Day  War. 

The  continuing  emergency 
evoked  a heartwarming  response 
on  the  part  of  many  donors  who 
equalled  and  even  surpassed  1967 
levels.  Although  the  1969  Cam- 
paign fell  short  of  its  original  ob- 
jective, which  was  to  match  the 
1967  total,  the  appeal  succeeded  in 
raising  $125,000  more  than  last 
year.  Campaign  leaders  regard  these 
results  as  an  excellent  effort  in  light 
of  the  economic  climate  and  other 
factors. 

The  community's  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Zagerman  and  his  energetic 
committee  was  expressed  at  the 


Annual  Meeting  of  the  Vaad  held  ’ 
July  28. 

Proceeds  of  the  United  Jewish 
Appeal  and  Israel  Emergency  Cam- 
paign are  used  to  support  health 
and  welfare  services  in  Israel,  for 
rescue  and  rehabilitation  through- 
out the  world  and  for  Jewish  edu- 
cational and  recreational  services  in 
Ottawa.
